Whatis “news”? An apparently recee. : 
sary excursion into the region of the 
obvions, these few notes may yet he of 
service. There are evidently enouch pecple 
in Hongkong who require to he instructed 
on the relations of press and puliic. Requests 
to “keep things out of the paper’ are 
familiar in all newspaper offices, and they . 
have heen perhaps more frequent here of 
late than usual; with, we fear, more of 
disappointment and = soreness than is 
desiralle. One recent corfespoudent makes | 
the remark that certain news “ could | 
honestly serve no gored purpose, and only : 
satisfy idle curiosity’. This is an excellent | 
lend for a discussion of our opening 
question. Police news, the publication of} 
_ which interested rarties often object to and | 
resent, is obviously to serve a good purpose. | 
The public gets therefrom its knowledge of ; 
what is lawful and unlawful, of the penalties 
for crimes it might commit, and it learns who 
are wrong-doers ard who are therefore to 
be avoided or at least watched. Political 
intelligence may not serve, out here, any | 
immediately practical purpose, except as! 
adding to the educational advantayes of the 
people. Commercial information has, of: 
course, its own patent value. Eliminate | 
these items. and the papers would atill give 
a great mass of what is called “news”. | 
What good purpose dees this large residuum 
honestly serve? Ts it onlv to satisfy what | 
the correspondent referred to calls “idle j 
curiosity’? From the point of view of the 
newspaper, the question presents scarcely 
any difficulty. The newspaper supplies 
nevs to satisfy a demand, and if that demand 
lacks the most noble of justifications —if it be 
created by an “ idle curiosity ’’—it is for the 
public which mnkes it to offer excuses, not 
forthe journalist. Of course it is eaxy to | 
understand the attitude of a member of the 
ublic who may suddenly and unexpectedly | 
find himself or his friends the cynosure of 
this “idle curiosity”, but. has he anv | 
reasonable right to expect that a business 
undertaking, which a newspaper is, should |

Tue events, however, which have 
oceurred: in Ruasia cannot fail to have 
iinpressed upon Clrinese statesmen that, 
where the abovesnumed state of things 
exists, a point may bereiche bat which locel 
disaffection beeomes general, aad when 
there mav be such an uprising as cannot 
ba put down by the meaana which were 
before effective.

When he sees a couple of lukongs takiig away 
a fine fal pig, or enteriay a ripering paddy field 
presumibiy with the obj-ct of applying the 
sickle. he promptly appears before the Euro- 
pean policeman in charge aod pays the 
amonnt due, =

of plaintiff, should prevail. Mr. M. W. Slade, 
instructed by Mr. A. O. Holborrow (of Messrs. 
Deacon, Looker and Deacon). appeared for 
plaintiff, and Mr. H. ts. Pollock, K.C., in- 
siructed by Mr. R. Harding (of Messra. Ewens, 
Harston aud Harding) appeared for the defend- 
ants. 

His Lordship said: In this case, 1 was 
disposed at the trial to have given judgment at 
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onca on the broad grounds that the plaintiff in 
the issue was the assignea of the Bill of Lading 
and that the defendant had obtained his title 
from a person who had no right to give such a 
title. Bat, in view as I understand of the 
importancsy which the caga may have and io 
view also of the highly ingenious arzumeut 
which Mr. Pollock advanced, I took time to 
consider.

MURDER AT KOWLOON. 


Hongkong, November 13th. 

Early on Sunday morning a brutal murder 
was committed in a pork butcher's shop at 
Elgin Road, Kowloon. The man arrested and 
charged is named Wong Kin. It is alleged 
that he was formerly employed at the shep in 
question, aud at about 9 oclock ou Saturday 
evening called there with another man and asked 
the accountant if they might pass the night 
in the shop, as they had nowhere to sleep. Ou 
permission being granted they retired, and 
all was quiet until about 2 am. when Indian 
P. C. No, 702, who was on duty, was attracted 


to the shop by the shoutiug of a man 
apparently in trouble. When he arrived at 
the door he saw the defendant and 


another butcher struggling, the defeudant 
being armed with a large chopper, with which 
he is stated to have gashed the other man on the 
face. The constable arrested the defendant, 
and was informed of the murder of the account- 
ant. An examination of the murdered man 
showed that the neck was nearly severed from 
the trunk, and evidently the first blow was 
dealt while he slept. It must have been while 
the defendant was struggling with the second 
man he attacked, that the man who called at the 
shop with him disappeared, and it is feared he 
will not be traced. ‘I‘he motive for the murder 
appears to have been robbery, It is stated 
that the defendant knew the partners were in 
the habit of collecting money between the 12th 
and i5th of each month, and was aware that 
there would be a large amount on the premises, 
The second man attacked is at present in 
hospital. - : 

Defendant was charged yesierdsy before Mr. 
F, A. Hazeland at the Polica Court, and the 
case was adjourned for a week. 


ANOTHER SUICIDE. 


It is now regarded as certain that Mr.°R 
Houghton; tailor, who was found dead at his 
residence, College Chambers, on November 9th, 
committed suicide by poisoning, a bottle, sup- 
posed to - have contained a deadly mixture, 
having been found by his bedside: empty. 
Deceased’s business affairs had become some- 
what embarrassed, and as his financial difficulties 
became more acute they preyed on his mind. 
leading to his taking his own life. This is the 
fourth case of suicide among Europeans in the

FIRES IN HONGKONG. 

Two fires were reported in Tlougkong at the 
close of last week. 

The most serious was that which took place in 
Hollywood Road ou November lush. ‘The fice 
started in the ground floor No. 35 aud sprea| 
rapidly to the shops on either side. Sanitary 
Inspector Fisher gave the alarm and the beigade 
under Chief Inspector Baker were soou iu 
attendunce. With a pleutiful supply of water 
the men were able after strenuous efforts to 
confine the flames to the three houses. ‘To do 
so the firemen had to break through the doors 
on the top floor verandahs, a work of diffemty, 
and soon they had the satisfaction of seeing the 
fire extinguished, leaving two houses gutte: and 
another partially destroyed. When the cun- 
flagration was ut its height a mau and woman 
living in one of the houses Jumped through the 
back window io their excitem-ut and fell on 
their heads io the side lane, ‘Chey died soon 
afterwards. Thze orgin of the fire is uukuown. 

The other outbreak occurred at a honse 
‘in Queen's Road ‘Vest, where a lamp hav.ng 
been accidentally overturned, set fire to the 
furuiture. The flames were noticed by the 
policeman on the beat who assisted the residsuts 
to extinguish the fire before much damage was 
done.

BRITISH INTERESTS AT 
NEWCHWANG. 


The following appeared in the China Té-nes, 
Newchwang, Manchuria, 
October 20th, 18 6. 
Hf. ©. Fourorn, Feq.. C.M.G., 
H.B.M. Consul, Newel wang, 

Sie, -In reply fo your letter cf the 29th 
ulfimo, addressed to the British mercantile 
emmnuity of this part, aud sent in accordance 
with iustroctions received from A.BM. 
Minister enquiriug as-to “the wishes of the 
British mercantile community in regard to the 
desirability of au early accasifion of the new 
Coresgsion ou the north bauk of the river Liao 
near the Chinese Railway Station negotiated 
for in the years 1848.1400." 

We leg to inform yon that (ha question bas 
received the fullest consideration cf the British 
mercantile community at two fargely-attended 
meetings, and the following resolutions were 
unanimously agreed pan. 

(1) That in view cf the feet that the site on 
the north bank of tle river Liao, negotiated for 
in the years }80s.1900, is, at. present, of little 
commercial value (the centre of trade being on 
the south bank of the yiver). and the peculiar 
political situation which obtained af that time 
hav-ng passed away, acd also teking inte eon. 
sideration the possibility that the acquisifien af 
this or avy other site cn the north bank of the 
river, might prejudice te chances cf secmiing 
more valuable trading facilities en the scnth 
bank of the river, the meeting: is cf opiui n that 
there is po urgent aeces-ity fo press for as eariy 
acquisition of the site referred to. 

(2) That Great-Rritain’s lien on the site shenld 
not be relicquished ereept in exchange for a 
sa‘isfactory quid pro quo. iuasmuch as the 
extension of the Tupersad Chiness Railway 
System would couvert the ne ehbeurhood of 
the Railway terminns into an important eam. 
mercial centre. 

(3) hat the British Mereantile Community 
seeks for uo prefers ntial position of trading 
. butt does 
inost carnestly desire equal rights, pos'tian ard 
opportanity, with all ather nationalities at 
Newchang, to and from which port a large 
proportion of the trade las always been cirriad 
in British bottoms and where Beitish com. 
panies aud individuals possess extensive vested 
interests, the value of British land and honse 
property alune being estimated at well over

(4) That strenuous efforts should be made 
in concert with the other Powers interested 
toward reserving the best site upon the south

(0) That it is most necessary the closest. 
watch oe kept at the present time upon the 
policy of other Powers with regard to any one, 
or more, of them, seeking to acquire a 
Concession upon the sonth bank of the river, 
‘he acquisition of which wenld undoubtedly 
place the nationals of such Power or Powers, 
in a considerably preferentix] position, and that 
all possible steps be taken to prevent the 
acquirement of avy such national Concession or 
Concessions.

The 
opening of railways in Manchuria is already

{rade and {rade routes. The control of these 
railway sor some of them, bya Foreign Power, 
is alone enough to secure for the nationals of 
such Power a commercial advantage over others. 
This convot be avoided. Should, however, the 
terminus of tho South Mauchurian Railway, at 
this port, be placed in the heart of a concession 
acquired by the same Power, it is strongly felt 
that all cther nationalities will find them- 
selves at a great disadvantage, commercially, 
in acquiring u« legitimate share in the 
vast trace of Muauchuria.
